of congress until next fall, 

“Anything we enact here these last 
few days will only be an indigestible 
proposition and it would be far better 
‘f we should wait another year, 
Borah said. “For the republican ma- 
jority sent here by a tremendous ma- 
jority in the last election, pledged to 
enact agricultural relief—I say for 
them to go home on March 4 without 
carrying out this pledge is a betrayal 
of public trust and ought to be con- 
» demned and will be condemned. 

' We have only four or five days 
left and nothing has yet been advanced 
in agricultural relief.” , 

Takes Slap at Curtis. 

Curtis interrupted Borah with the 
assertion that the administration 
ferces had agreed to adopt the Cap 
per-Haugen marketing bill this week. 

“That means nothing,” Borah re- 
terted. “It means only that we are 
coing to pass a bill that has only had 
consideration from a collection of $12.- 
(00-a-year commissioners. It won't 
even have our approbation and we 
cannot debate it intelligently. It is 
sheer expediency and nothing else. In- 
stead of having an extra session of the 
senate, we ought to have an extra se€s- 
sion of the whole congress.” 

Borah Looking Ahead. 

Borah is not optimistic of persuad- 
ing President Coolidge to change his 
mind regarding an extra session. Some 
administration people think Borah is 
merely being careful to keep the record 
straight so far as he is concerned— 
all with a far-seeing eve cast toward 
1928. Borah is gradually taking the 
leadership not only with regard to 
foreign affairs, chairman of the 
senate foreign committee, 
but he is making himself a champion 
en farm aid, which is a sure-fire way 
to make an impression on the middlg 
west and the country beyond.

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Describing the present retail price 
of gasoline in Georgia as “fearful,” 


Attorney General George M. Napier 
Tuesday declared he would be inclined 
to adopt legal measures available to 
restore the price of gasoline to what 
might be regarded as a “normal price.” 

Mr. Napier’s remarks were called 
forth by the latest increase in price 
of gasoline in this state—1 cent a 
gallon—which makes a total advance 
in price of 7 cents in the past few 
weeks, 

“The addition of 7 cents to the retail 
price a gallon simply means,” said 
Mr. Napier. “that the people of Geor- 
gia are called on to add $7,000,000 
to the profits of the various compa- 
nies selling gasoline in this state.” 

The attorney general pointed out 
that these increases seemed timed to 


' come just at the opening of the spring 


and summer season, when the demand 
for gasoline would normally show 
heavy increase. There is likely to 
be a reduction in the amount bought. 
he stated, inasmuch as many people 
have written declaring that they plan 
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Mr. Napier is secretary of a national 
committee of attorneys general ap- 
pointed to take any possible action 
toward regulating gasoline prices, and 
he anticipates early developments to 
follow a request made by this commit- 
tee to the attorney general of the Unit- 
ed States, asking cooperation of the 
federal authorities in efforts to pre- 
vent the alleged “arbitrary and un- 
ealled-for” fluctuations in. gasoline 
prices.” 

Retail price of gasoline in Atlanta 
Tuesday was advanced 1 cent—to 27 
cents a gallon—by four companies, 
Standard, Wofford, Reed and Pan- 
American, while inquiry made at fill- 
ing stations operated by the Gulf Re- 
fining company. disclosed that while 
their retail price remained at 
cents on Tuesday the l-cent advance 
would go into effect at their stations 
this morning.

the house commerce committee, favor- 
ing legislation for its elimination. 

"The committee, which voted re- 
cently overwhelmingly to report un- 
favorably on a surcharge elimina- 
tion proposa), was declared in the mi- 
nority report to have held hearings 
80 that the majority report “might 
influence members of the- house to 
vote against the senate .»amendment”’ 
having the same object, attached as 
a rider to the independent offices ap- 
propriation bill. 

Vote Due to Senate Rider. 

Except for the senate rider, the 
house would not have been given an 
opportunity to vote on the proposi- 
tion at all, the minority charged. 

“We object to the imposition of 
this extra charge upon tie traveling 
public and favor its remova!,” the 
report continued. “The larger por- 
tion of this surcharge revenue is re- 
ceived by roads that are being paid 
under contract with the Pullma» 
company for hauling their cars, and 
a very considerable portion of the 
surcharge revenue is being received 
br roads that are earning more than 
the fair return fixed under the law.” 

It descibed as “nothing short of 
a penalty upon the requirements of 
nature” the imposition of the = sur- 
charge on a passenger when, “after 
having paid he road for transporting 
him and the Pullman company for 
lodging him, he is required to pay 
the railroad company an_— extra 
amount for the privilege of paving 
the Pullman company for the accom- 
modations which it provides.” 

Greater Cost Not Shown. 

The renort said that it was not 

conclusively shown tnat the per mile 


cost of hauling a sieeping car was 
greater than that for a cay coach. 
Railroads do not make ang contribu- 
tion to the capital tnvestment involv- 
ed in construction, maintenance and 
operation of Puallman cars. it contin- 
ued, bu they save the expense which 
would he required for additional 
equinment with no Pullmans. 

Touching on the extra weight and 
hauling cost that opponents of sur- 
charge removal contend is involved 
in a Pullman, the report asserted, 
“the difference is more than made yp 
by the fact that all the expense con- 
nected with a Pullman car is borne 
by the Pullman company. except for 
the hauling of it, and for this the 
roads annially receive under the con- 
tracts with the Pullman company 
more than $12,000,000,”

Reviewing the present status of the 
| interracial movement E. Marvin Un- 
derwood, local attorney, stated that in 
his judgment Georgia and the south 
are being more favorably advertised 
to the world by this movement than 
in any other way. It has been a 
gradual, sane evolution, along educa- 
tional, moral and religious lines, to 
the advantage of both races, he said. 

Speaking for the colored group, 
Rev, P. J. Bryant, pastor of Wheat 
Street Baptist church, expressed warm 
appreciation of the committee’s ef- 
forts to promote interracial under- 
standing and justice. He paid a high 
tribute to the late John J: Eagan and 
to the group of Atlanta citizens who, 
after the riot of 1907, inaugurated the 
| Plan af conference and cooperation, 
out of which the general interracial 
movement has-~ grown. 

Colonel A. R. Lawton, of § Savannah, 
expressed the opinion that the effort 
for more effective legislation against 
lynching should be kept up. By 
unanimous vote the executive commit- 
tee was instructed to work for the 
enactment of a bill giving the gov- 
ernor power to displace any sheriff 
who permits a lynching to take place 
in his jurisdiction, Such laws, it was 
pointed out, are in effect in Alabama 
and other states. 

School Funds. 

Dr. T. J. Woofter, Jr., declared that 
many counties are diverting to the 
support of white schools educational 
funds reeeived from the state on the 
basis of -colored school population. 
The total so diverted in the whole 
state, amounted to several hundred 
thousand dollars a vear, he said. The 
executive committee was instructed 
to give these facts to the publie in 
pamphlet form and through the press. 

John A. Manget, Bishep Reese, 
Burr Blackburn and others made a 
Vigorous arraignment of negro hous- 
ing conditions, pointing out that negro 
rental property is often unfit for 
human habitation and vet pars a 
higher return on investment than any 
other class of property. The commit- 
tee was instructed to get all the facts 
possible with regard to these econdi- 
tions, that they may he brought to 
the attention of authorities and the 
publie.

BRANTING'S DEATH 


Stockholm, February 24.—Flags 
Were at half mast throughout the 
country today in honor of Hjalmar 
Branting, former premier, who died 
shortly after noon. All classes of 
people, opponents and followers, ex- 
pressed their regret at the passing of 
one who was regarded as among 
Sweden’s greatest statesmen. Brant- 
ing had been ill for several weeks. 

One of the political effects of his 
death is expected to be the develop- 
ment of a tension—if not a complete 
split—within the ranks of the socialist 
party, which has been held together by 
the great force of Branting’s person. 
ality. The opinion was expressed to- 
day that it was unlikely a suecessor 


could be found who could exercise 
a similar influence. 
Ill Nearly Three Months. 

The former premier had been ill 
since November 30, when he con- 
tracted influenza. At the time he 
expected to go to the Rome meeting 
of the league of nations’ council. He 
later contracted thrombosis and on 
January 24, resigned as premier. Lit- 
tle hope of his survival has been held 
Out since February 8, when gall-stone 
trouble appeared. 

He is survived by » widow, Anna 
Branting, who, for 40 years, has been 
well known as an authoress; a son, 
George, a lawyer: a daughter, Sonja, 
also a «sing and a brother, Axel, a 
journalist. 

Even Enemies Respected. 

The reaction to Branting’s death 
In all political camps, as reflected by 
the. afternoon papers, is remarkable 
and unanimous. The ultra conserva- 
tive “Aftonbladet,” in its obituary 
leader of its former political oppon- 
ent, writes: “He was a real patriot 
and his guiding star was his pure 
idealism.” 

The bolshevist leader and party 
leader, Zeta Hoeglund, one of Brant- 
ing’s bitterest antagonists in other 
directions summarizes his opinion 
thus: “Lucidity of style, logie of 
thought and weight of Opinion were 
his qualities as a writer, while his 
political judgment, theoretical know!]- 
edge and devotion to his cause gave 
him the position as leader.”

Paris, February 24.—‘‘I killed her 
because I wanted to open the gates 
of heaven to her,” said Anna Levas- 
seur, a middle-aged dressmaker, who 
shot and killed her sister, Anais, on 
February 16, when she was arraigned 
before the Investigating magistrate to- 
day charged with murder. 

The woman explained that her sis- 
ter was suffering from tuberculosis of 
an advanced stage and that she shot 
her to relieve her suffering. She de- 
nied that her act had been influenced 
by the killing by Mlle. Uminska, 2 
Polish actress, of her fiance to relieve 
him from the agony of an incurable 
disease. Mlle. Uminska recently was 
acquitted. 

“I am a firm believer in the hereaft- 
er,’ declared Anna Levasseur today. 
“T have no fear of going to the Great 
Beyond to meet my sister if men sen- 
tence me to die.” 

The experts who have examined 
the woman say she is rational.

President Coolidge sent the nomi- 
nation of Houghton tothe senate Mon- 
day and the senate took the first op- 
portunity to confirm it. 


KANSAS SENATE LIFTS 
BAN UPON CIGARETTES 


Topeka, Kan., February 24.—The 
state senate today passed a bill re- 
pealing the old law barring the sale 
of cigarettes in Kansas. The vote 
was 26 to 9. The measure now goes 
to the house, 

The Kansas anti-cigarette law, 
adopted in 1909, prohibited the sale 
of cigarettes within the state. In re- 
cent years, however, the statute has 
not been rigidly enforced. The effect 
of the law has been to raise the retail 
price of-a 15¢ package of cigarettes 
to 2he.

Washington, February 24.—A long 
snecession of “hit-and-run” «utomobile 
castalties in Washington was capped 
today by the severe injury of a Unit- 
ed States senator—A. O. Stanley, of 
Kentucky—by a speeding motor ‘car 
which failed to stop after it had 
bowled him over at a street intersec- 
tion in the business district. 

At Emergency hospital, where the 
injured senator was taken by a pass- 
ing taxicab, physicians found he had 
suffered from a badly lacerated face, 
a severely bruised shoulder and prob- 
ably one or two fractured ribs. He 
was suffering considerably from bodv 
pains, but those in. attendance ex- 
pressed the opinion that he probably 
had not received severe internal in- 
juries. 

The accident occurred shortly after 
midnight, as the senator -was going 
to his apartment on foot from a 
downiown hotel. Without warning, 
he reported to the police, a racing 
automobile bore down upon him and 
threw him directly in the path of an 
approaching street car. He eseaped 
more serious injury by rolling over 
in the street. 

Pedestrians assisted him to his 
feet and placed him in the taxicab 
which conveyed him to the hospital. 

“I thought the end had come,” the 
senator said today at the hospital. 
“By some miraculous thought I was 
to save myself from being run 
over by the street car. I saw it com- 
ing: tried to get to my feet, sagged 
at the knees and dropped down. ‘Then 
[ thought of rolling myself off the 
tracks, and succeeded in doing so 
just in time to escape the passing 
street car.” 7 

“Hit-and-run” automobile injuries 
have become almost an every-day ce- 
currence in the eapital, and in the 
past few months there has been such 
a marked increase in the resulting 
death toll that a vigorous effort is 
under way in congress to revise 
traffic regulations.

The Constitution 
for 1876 you will 
discover that there 
was no “secret of 
the disposal of the 
body of John 
Wilkes Booth,” ete. The article in 
The Constitution was written by the 
hand that is writing this and was 
one of a series relating incidents in 
the life of ‘President Andrew Johnson, 
who had died the previous July. | 
had been his private secretary after 
he left the presidency and had in my 
possession certain papers which he 
committed to me that I might be able 
to refute charges made against him 
and that might be repeated after his 
death. 

In the article to which I refer you 
will find a verbatim copy from the 
original, then in my hand, of tne Iet- 
ter addressed to President Johnson in 
February, 1868, by Edwin Booth, ask- 
ing the president to order that the 
body of his brother, John Wilkes 
Booth, be turned over to John H. Wea- 
ver, a well-known undertaker in the 
city of Baltimore, in order that it 
might be buried in a prepared lot in a 
Baltmore cemetery. 

President Johnson Immediately not- 
ed on the letter, in pé@ncil, to the ef- 
fect “let this request be granted and 
the necessary orders be issued.” The 
letter went to Colonel W. G. Moore, 
his secretary, and the orders issued; 
the letter was returned to the presi- 
dent, from whom [| afterwards re- 
ceived it. 

The body of Booth was disinterred 
from the old armory, turned over to 
Undertaker Weaver, carried to Bal- 
timore and buried, I believe, in Mt. 
Olivet cemetery, where it now Lies, 

A Slander Nailed. 
In a hot campaign in Tennessee in 


1872, when the ex-president was a 
candidate for -congressman-at-large, 


ex-Senator Henry SS. Foote, formerly 


a stormy petrel of politics in Missis~ 


sippi, but then residing in Nashville, 
attacked Johnson bitterly in the press 
und on the stump. The Irish in Ten- 
1essee were always strong partisans of 
Andrew Johnson, because he destroyed 
the Know-Nothing party in that state 
in 1856. 

Senator Foote sought to alienate 
the Jrish support from Johnson by 
charging that, while president, John- 
son had brutally treated Annie Sur- 
ratt when pleading for mercy for her 
mother, ‘who was condemned and ex- 
ecuted as one of the Lincoln assassi- 
nation conspirators. 

Mr. Johnson sent me to Washington 
city to dig up the evidence to disprove 
the charge and, after a very interest- 
ing interview with President Grant, 
I was given every facility to look into 
the records and produce a complete 
refutation of the charge. 

And in The Constitution article of 
1StG6, to which I have referred, you 
will find a verbatim copy of a let- 
ter from Annie Surratt to President 
Johnson (which letter was then in my 
hand), asking the president to order 
the delivery of the body of her mother 
fo that same John H. Weaver. of Bal 
timore, that it might be buried in cen- 
secrated ground in that city. 

Mr. Johnson ordered, accordingly, 


'and Undertaker Weaver did take the 


remains to Baltimore, where they were 
properly and religiously buried. 

In that letter Miss Surratt stated 
that she made her request at that-time 
because she feared that his successor. 
General Grant, would not be disposed 
to accede to it if she deferred the pe- 
tition until he should be in the presi- 
dential office. 

In the interest of the truth of his- 
tory I think these facts shguld be 
again published, because I have fre 
quently had to recount them to very 
eminent persons who had believed the 
many vagrant rumots about them.

With two 5 and 10- 
cent stores and three eat-and-run cafes 
of white tile from 34th street to the 
Plaza the end is near. 

Ten years ago the avenue strung 
its amber lighted way in signless aus- 


terity. There was a howl of protest 
when a small brass sign reading 
“Delmonico’s” was placed incon- 


spicuously in front of that now dead 
and gone cafe. 

While the avenue hasn't as yet any 
blinking electric signs, its windows 
and facades are plastered with zilt 
land brass heralds of commerce. QOut- 
side of Tiffany's and Altmun’s every 
house of trade bears a conspicuous 
sign. 

Helen Gould’s home at the corner of 
47th street is the only fine old man- 
sion left in the steady northward 
march of trade. Even the window 
boxes blooming with flowers seem to- 
day out of place in the roar and con- 
iusion, 

One of the largest department 
stores in town now occupies a block 
where limousines with liveried foot- 
men awaited grand dames on after- 
noon calls. Cheap-john stores are 
blooming in basements. And across 
from the cathedral is a walk-up-one- 
flight-and-save-ten-dollars teilor. 

There is much speculation as. to 
just what is New York’s most aris- 
tocratic street. Madison avenue lays 
claim to the old Murray Hill. section 
where the Morgans and other big 
bankers have prevented its spoilation 
by business. 

Park avenue with its well-terraced 
mal] offers the best possibilities, but 
shops are springing up there rapidly. 
Millionaire's Row is a name only. A 
dozen of the fine homes that graced 


this strip are being torn down for 
ornate apartment houses.

HEALTH TALKS

NO MORE DIPHTHERIA. 

All of the nurses in Durand hos- 
pital of the John McCormick Insti- 
tute for Infectious Diseases in Chi- 
cago liave been immunized against 
Ciphtheria. [’very nurse has been 
t:sted for susceptibility to the dis- 
ease, by the test called the Schick 
test; every prospective uurse is so 
tested and immunized if found sus- 
ceptible to diphtheria. The Schick 
test consists of injecting into, not 
through nor under the skin, one-fif- 
tieth of the minimum lethal dose of 
diphtheria toxin for a 250 gram 
(about one-half pound) guinea. pig. 
This minute dose is first ‘diluted with 
several drops of rermal salt solution. 
If the individual is immune to diph- 
theria no reaction is observed: if the 
individual is not immune and there- 
fore presumably susceptible, redness 
appears gradually at the site of the 
injection and remains as a_ hive-like 
spot for two or three days. The re- 
action depends on-the amount of anti- 
toxin which is present in the indi- 
vidual’s blood. and every one of us 
who is not susceptible to dipntheria 


has more or less antitoxin in his 
blood.

The next step was creation of bus 
lines, operated by the street railway 
company in coordination with the car 
system. At present, there are three 


such lines, with 24 large busses in 
daily seryice. The railway company ts 
contemplating opening of a fourth 
route within 90 days. which would 
necessitate addition of at least a dozen 
busses. 

The busses serve only sections not 
reached by street cars, and :lo not 
parallel street car tracks within two 
blocks at any point. Seven cent fares 
are charged on both busses and cars, 
and free interchangeable transfers are 
issued, so that a passenger may trans- 
fer from a car to a ‘bus withont »nc- 
ditional cost. Two sizes of busses are 
in use, the smullest of which hrs a 
minimum seating ecgpacity of 20 per- 
sons. 

A general revision and rerouting of 
ear rontes, together with elimination 
of unnecessary stops, also were put 
into effect here in accordance with 
recommendations of the Beeler — or- 
ganization.

The most sweeping. change. in the 
eutire city is elimination of all street 
car tracks from Main street, the prin- 
cipal business thoroughfare of the 
city. Main street at present presents

| street from the angle of a traffie ex- 

pert that has been seemon the entire 
trip. The street now stretches en- 
tirely across the city. without a singl> 
curve or turn, a distance of more than 
12 miles, and its hest. feature is ihe 
fact that it has not a single street-car 
track. . 

The street is SO. feet. from eurb tc 
curb, and minus ear tracks, prescnts 
a boulevard over which vehicular tra’: 
fic flows with a smoothness that is 
almost unbelievable. The street is 
wide enough to permit.two rows of 
traffie going in -each direction,. ani 
the parallel- parking law is not in 
effect. 


One-Man Car System. 
Adoption of the Beeler plan also 
meant many charges in the entire 
street railway system, chief e.in>nag 
them being introduction of one man 
cars. ‘The trial has proven so 
cessful that at present 90 per

a single man. While some opposition 
was voiced to the plan when ii was 
proposed, the great speeding of traffic 
which resulted, has effectively quieted 
| any protest. 
| Fares are deposited in a box, and 
|; patrons enter and leave the cars from 
the same door. Officials of the street 
railway company state that the men 
are paid higher salaries than motor- 
men and than conductors formerly, 
but claim that results have more than 
made up for the pay advance. ‘Lhey 
brand the system an unqualified sne- 
cess, and plan te extend it to all 
ears. 7 

Elimination of jitneys from Main 
street was the first step taken in put- 
ting the Beeler plan into effect. Thar 
was accomplished in much the same 
course taken by Atlanta city council 
early this month, when Aflanta s »ni:- 
jitney ordinance was adopted. About 
a year previously, Houston had voted 
to permit jitners, but late in 1923.

Awakening to the fact that it was 
unfashionable to be middi-aged and 
to have been born before 1896, made 
Mrs. John Seymore Montgomery, of 
New York, one of America’s foremost 
poets ! 

She is visiting Mrs. Robert Argo at 
693 Peachtree street, where she was 
interviewed yesterday. 

Under the pen name of Roselle 
Mercier Montgomery her poetry has 
been accepted by all the leading news- 
papers and magazines published in 
this country, yet this gifled woman 
has to be really cornered and forced 
to modestly admit it. She is most 
unassuming. 

Was Absolutely Unknown. 

Four years ago she was absolutely 
unknown in the literary world, for 
she only began to write poems at that 
time, and has won her piace in the 
starry firmament of writers through 
merit alone. She spoke of finding 
herself, so to speak, during the world 
war and being so deeply impressed 
with its tragic meaning. All of her 
thoughts flowed alon with lyrical 
meaning, ftiittins through the mind 
during sleepless nights, Her 
poetry answered as her emo- 
tional outlet. She _ believes the 
theory that writers ere born, 
but that everybody is not born a 
writer. Her only set rule in regard 
to her poetry is that she never prom- 
ises to deliver a specially requested 
poem. She always says “I'll try.” 

Mrs. Montgomery is truly grateful, 
cordially welcoming any criticism and 
anything the editor sees fit to change. 
It’s delightfully refreshing to note 
this trait in one who has reached the 
top of the ladder of fame. 

‘After leading a purely social and 
domestic life for twenty years she 
began to write. “Ulyssees Returns” 
and other poems has just been issued 
by Brentano and contains many ex- 
quisite creations from her pen. This 
first named poem won the poetry so- 
ciety prize in 1922, and no wonder, 
for it is indeed a modern classic, Mrs, 
Montgomery has no special rule or 
period of writing. Oftentimes her best 
work is done when there is a group of 
young people playing bridge or mah 
jongg around her. Then agatn she 
feels inspired during what she calls 
her office hours, from 11 o'clock at 
night till the wee small hour of 2 in 
the morning. In the daytime she is 
busy with her home, husband, a 
splendid son who has just reached 
manhood, and a lovely daughter who 
is yet a school girl. The son, John 
Seymour Montgomery, Jr., was grad- 
uated from Princeton and is studying 
law at Columbia, preparatory to fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of his hand- 
some father, who is a prominent New 
York lawyer. The daughter. who 
bears the unusually pretty name of 
her mother. *Roselle Mercier Mont- 
gomery, will be a debutante in a 
year or two. She is very interested 
in art. Their photographs, together 
with Mr. Montgomery's, are her dear- 
est traveling possessions. Blessed 
with charm, poise, a delicious sense 
of humor, gentleness and © pleasing 
personality, Mrs. Montgomery re- 
flects the southern birth and _ breed- 
ing which is hers by inheritance,

Chicago, February 24.—Representa- 
tives of the financial and commercial 
organizations of Chicago; President 
BE. H. H. Simmons and other officers 
of the New York Stock exchange; 
public officials of the state of Illinois 
and the city of Chicago; the blue sky 
commissioners of several states, afid 
others, met at dinner in the Attic 
club, Chicago, tonight to discuss the 
ereation of a national organization to 
fight securities swindlers and to pro- 
tect innocent investors. Speakers 
at the dinner pointed out that the 
evil is one that is beyond the powers 
of the law-enforcing officials of the 
states to root out unaided, and the 
cooperation of all business organiza- 
tions and all good citizens is needed. 

The New York Stock exchange re- 
cently started a nation-wide drive 
against securities frands, through its 
members, branch office managers and 
correspondents in every state, and set 
up a central bureau for the receipt 
of complaints, the analysis of cases 
submitted and vigorous 


cooperation 

with the authorities. | 
The success of this movement in- 
gpired the belief that a wider effort 
might result in eliminating securities 
swindling to an even greater extent. 
Under the chairmanship of James L. 
Martin, of Pynchon & Co., of Chicago, 
the Chicago dinner and_ conference 
was arranged. President Coolidge gave 
the plan his high approval in a letter 
read at the dinner.

Since this fear disappeared railroad 
properties have displayed a definite trend 
toward the level of values that would be 
more consistent with general property values 
of the country and also more in line with 
the investment value based on actual as 
well as prospective earnings. The public, 
however, is not participating in this move- 
ment in a large speculative way. It con- 
tinues to favor industrials. Industrial 
stocks, however, have advanced to a ievel 
of values where every known and pros- 
pective element of strength has been dis- 
counted. There may atill be a few indi- 
vidual issues where an immediate prospect 
of an increase in dividend invites further 
speculation.

COTTON HANDLING 


Washington, February 24.—Means 
of reducing avoidable losses the 
handling of cotton was the sub ot 
discussion at a conference here today 
of department of agriculture experts 
and representatives of various 
branches of the industry. Secretary 
Gore, in calling the conference, invit- 


ed suggestions for eliminating waste of | 


the staple through careless ginning 
practices, inadequate warehousing and 
general irregularities in handling. 


Those attending included Dr. B. W. 
Kilgore, president of the American 
Cotton Growers’ exchange; Harvie 
Jordan, secretary of the American 
Cotton association, and J. M. Bowan, 
president of the Néw Orleans Spot 
Cotton Merchants’ association. 

Secretary Gsre ivid the conference 
that coordination of all elements must 
be relied upon to meet the problems 
of agriculture which, he said, were 
due largely to the aftermath of the 
war. Prosperity of the cotton in- 
dustry, he said, depended upon coop- 
eration between the producer, proces- 
sor and the consumer. 

Chief sources of waste of cotton 


were described by Mr. Tenny as care 


less or deceptive ginning, excessive 
sampling and weight discrepancies. 
Higher prices for cotton have increased 
~~ of stopping waste, he 
said. 

The American bale was described 
by Mr. Jordan as the most wasteful 
package entering any channel of com- 
merce and as the laughing stock of 
Europe. Losses to producers due to 
waste, he said, totaled $150,000,000 
annually. 

Mr. Jordan advocated compressing 
bales to a density of 34 pounds per 
cubic foot instead of the present 12 
pounds. Cost of installing 15.000 
high-pressure compressors would.be 
met by the saving in one crop, he said. 
Unless the bale is compressed to great- 
er density, he declared this couutry 
might lose its export trade in raw 
cotton. 

Rules and regulations of various 
cotton buying organizations were de- 
clared by Representative H. P. Ful- 
mer, of South Carolina, as unfair te 
the producer, » Allowances or deduc- 
tions for bale wrappings, he said, were 
varied and in need of standardization. 

Methods of cottun handling in New 
Orleans were described by J. M. Bow- 
an. Reduction of the “city crop” or 
cotton used in sampling, he said, had 
been effected there by sampling cotton 
once at the cotton exchange instead of 
having it tested by each organization 
transporting it to the buyer. “he 
“city crop,” was said to be 150,000 
bales yearly. 

Greater standardization of bale 
weights within a range of 50 pounds 
was advocated by Mr. Bowan. He 
suggested also that the department of 
agriculture study the tare problem 
and devise standards calling for the 
same amount of wrapping on every 
bale.

Literally speaking, this means 
that those who own stock, and in 
whose name the certificate stands on 
the books on October 1, will receive a 
dividend check on October 15. Thus on 
October 2 the stock is sold to pur- 
chasers who will not receivé a divk 
dend check on October 15, and the 
stock is said to be ‘‘ex dividend.” 

The market price of the stock on 
the day it is ex dividend usually dis- 
counts the loss of dividends. All other 
market factors being equal, if a stock 
sells at 35, and carries with it a 
dividend check of 75 cents a quarter, 
the day it becomes ex dividend the 
price will usually discount the divi- 
dend and sell at 34.25.

A letter received Tuées- 
day from R. I, Knox, of Jackson, 
“President of the Sixth District High 
hool association, states that 
contest, which is sponsored in Geor- 
ia by The Courtitution and the 
tate High ®chocl association, and 
nationally be the American Bar axso- 
Clation, is arousing much interest 
over the entire district and that evéry 
school which has so far reported is en- 
tering from tigh* to twenty boys and 
girls in first elisnjnation trials. 
hese preliminary tests will be held 
in each school, in order to select the 
champion orator of the school to 
represent it in the digtrict meeting. 
These, by terms of the contest. must 
held on or before March 24 and 
Mr. Knox, in his letter, states that 
in the Sixth District they will be 
held on March 20. 


Contest Conditions. 


All bona fide high school students. 
boys or girls, not over 19 years of 
age on February 1 last, ure eligible 
for this contest. The orations de- 
livered must be original, must not 
take over 10 minutes to deliver and 
mey be based on the federal consti- 
tution itself, or on the relationship 
thereto of Washington, Jefferson, 
Hamilton, Madison, Marshall, Web- 
ster or Lincoln. 

The Constitution will give a prize 
of $15 in gold to the winner in each 
of the 12 district contests to be held 
either April 9 or 10. These twelve 
district winners will then come to 
Atlanta for the state finals on April 
24. The Constitution offers two 
prizes, one of $100 and one of $20, 
for first and second place winners in 
the state competition. 

The state champion will then go 
to Nashville, Tenn., on May 1, to 
compete with state winners from 
Virginia, North Carolina, 
Carolina, Alabama and Teunessee, for 
championship of this zone. For the 
urposes of this contest, the country 
as been divided into seven zones. 

President Will Attend. 

On May 7 the seven zone winners 
will compete for the national cham- 
ionship, in Washington, D. C., be- 
ore President Coolidge. The Ameri- 
can Bar association offers seven 
prizes for the national contest, rang- 
ing from $2,000 to $300.

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MADE BY SWAIN 


Macon, Ga., February 24.—Evidence 
to show that James A. Swain, whv 
shot and killed J. Walter Johnston 
here on the night of December 16, 
fired in self-defense, was introduced 
late this faternoon by the defense. The 
state rested shortly after noon. 

Two witnesses called to the stand 
by W. O. Cooper, attorney for Swain, 
testified that Johnston drew an army 
automatic pistol before Swain opened 
fire. A number of other witnesses 
identified the automatic pisto] as re- 
sembling one that Johnston had been 
carrying and told of threats the slain 
youth had made openly § against 
Swain’s life. 

The state was apparently taken un- 
aware by much of the afternoon defense 
testimouy and it was noticed that sey- 
eral of the witnesses had not been 
summoned until a few hours before the 
trial began. 

The case will not go to the jury be- 
fore tomorrow night, if then. 

Mrs. W. E. Gregory, mother-in-law 
of Swain, reluctantly gave her story 
of Swain’s hectic visit to her home 
after the tragie shooting of Johnston. 

She said that Swain spapped his 
revolver twice at her, but the gun did 
not fire. 

The state showed that four bullets 
were shot through Johnsten’s body, 
two fired at Mrs. Swain and her 
mother, and two undischarged shells 
were taken from the revolver. By 
some accident Swain had placed two 
rim-fire cartridges in the gun and 
these were the ones that did not ex- 
plode. 

Sheriff’s deputies testified as to how 
they broke into the Gregory home to 
arrest Swain while he still had the gun 
in his hands. 

On cross-examination Mrs. Gregory 
declared that she had not forbade her 
son-in-law to come to the Gregory 
home.
